The Senate met iu recit ar session at 10 a. m., 
P resen t Mansfield in the chair. 
Roll called and a quorum present. 
The journal of yesterday was read and approved 
QUESTION OF PRIVILEGE. 
Mr. E nos—I rise to a question of privilege, if it is 
in order. 1 ste published in i n evening }*aper a re- 
]>ort that I voted i ■ favor of the contractors’job bill, 
as it is called. 1 desire to state that I «lid not vote 
for the recommendation of that bill in the commit­ 
tee. 
PETITIONS. 
Mr. N eumann presented a petition from the Pro­ 
testant Orphan Asylum of San Francisco, which was 
referred to the Committee on Hospitals. 
Mr. B rown presented a petition from citizens of 
El Dorado county asking that the Senate do not pass 
the bill to fix telegraph rates. Referred to the Com­ 
mittee ou Judiciary. 
REPORTS. 
Mr. S e a r s, from the Committee on Corporations, 
reported back Senate Bill JNo. 54—an Act to provide 
for the organization of a Board of Railroad and 
Transportation Commissioners; also, Senate Bid 
No. 81— an Act to organize and define the powers of 
the Board of Railroad and Transportation Commis­ 
sioners ; also, Assembly Bill No. 84—au Act to pro­ 
vide for the organization of a Board of Railroad and 
Transportation Commissioners—and recommend the 
passage of Senate Bill No. 84, with amendments, as 
a substitute for all these bills. 
Mr. Nye, from the Committee on Judiciary, re- 
portcd back bills with the following recommenda­ 
tions : 
Senate Bill No. 22—An Act prohibiting savings 
banks, or savings and loan societies, and the attor­ 
neys, counselors and other employes thereof, from 
charging borrowers for searching or passing upou 
the title tí» property mortgaged to such banks or so­ 
cieties, and providing for the appointment ami pay­ 
ment of attorneys and counselors of such banks and 
societies—passage as amended. 
Senate Bill No. 2- Au Act to prevent the accumu­ 
lation of large landed estates - passage as amended. 
8ena*e Bill No. 270—An Act to amend Section 
2941 of the Civil Code—passage as amended. 
Senate Bill No. 279—An Act to add a new section 
to the Penal Code, to be known as Section 3C7, re­ 
lating to the use of opium—passage as amended. 
Senate Bill No. 262—An Act to enforce the provis­ 
ions of Section 3 of Article XII. of the Constitu­ 
tion—passage as amended. 
Senate Bill No. 281—An Act to amend Section 
2217 of the Political Code, relating to committal of 
insane persons—passage as amended. 
Assembly Concurrent Resolution No. 12—Relative 
to the appointment of a joint committee to confer 
with 1. S. Belcher, Thomas P. Stoney and A. C. 
Freeman as to the wo k they have performed in re­ 
vising the Codes—adoption. 
Senate resolution relative to a committee of in­ 
quiry—tlmt it be not adopted. 
Senate Bill No 70—An Act to amend Section 
3359 <*f the Political Cole - do not pass. 
Senate Bill No 81 An Act to amend Section 1120 
of the Code of Civil Procedure—indefinite postpone­ 
ment. 
Senate Bill No. SS—An Act to amend Section 1118 
of the Code of Civ il Procedure—iudefiuite postpone­ 
ment. 
Senate Bill No. 89—An Act providing a punish­ 
ment for violating Section 17, Article XI., of the 
Constitution. Passage of substitute. 
Senate Bill No. 258—An Act t** establish a simple 
and inexpensive system of procedure in civil cases. 
Pussaere as amended. 
Senate Bill No. 285—Passage as amended. 
Mr. H1TTBLL presented a minority report, signed 
by himself, against the passage of Senate Bill No. 2, 
above rejxjrted. 
Also, a minority report signed by himself and 
Senators Wendell and Davis, against the passage of 
Senate Bill No. 22, above reported. 
Mr. T raylor, from the Committee on Claims, re­ 
ported adversely the claims in reference to services 
in the construction of the Napa Insane Asylum. 
Also, reported back the claim of the Freestone 
Company, and recommended that it be referred to 
the Board of Trustees of the Napa Insane Asylum. 
Also, adversely the claim of P. J. O’Connor and 
Wright & Sanders. 
Mr. J ohnston reported back favorably Senate Bill 
No. 191. 
BILLS INTRODUCED 
Bills were introduced, read first time at length 
and referred as follows : 
By Mr. J ohnson—An Act making an appropriation 
for the improvement of L street, between Tenth and 
Fifteenth streets, in the city of Sacramento. |Capi- 
tol Park.J Committee on Finance. 
• 
By Mr. Conger—An Act tu prevent officers of 
mining corporations from being interested in con­ 
tracts, milling of ores, furnishing supplies, or per­ 
formance of work, or any business of the corpora­ 
tion. Committee on Mines and Mining. 


SECOND READINGS. 
The Senate took up the general file for the second 
reading or bills as follows : 
Senate Bill No. 20—An Act to protect the business 
rights of the citizens of this fctate (by Mr. Kane)-- 
was read a second time. 
Mr. H ittell moved that the bill he indefinitely 
postponed. 
Mr. K ane defended the bill warmly. It was 
simply to protect holiest labor against the China­ 
men. 
SPECIAL ORDER. 
Pending consideration of the bill the hour arrived 
for the special order. 
Senate Bill No. G—An Act to amend the Penal 
Code bv adding two new sections thereto, to be 
known as Sections 176 and 179, prohibiting the em­ 
ployment of Chinese by corporations (by Mr. Kane) 
—was rea«i a third time at length. 
Mr. H ittell called for the reading of the report of 
the minority of the Committee on Judiciary, signed 
by himself, against the passage of the bill, and it 
was read, lie then made a speech against the bill, 
taking the ground that it was in conflict with the 
Burlingame treaty. He moved that the bill be iu- 
defin tely postponed. 
Mr. K ane said he was very sorrv to hear a motion 
to indefinitely postpone from any one, auu from the 
Senator from San Francisco particularly. It was an 
excellent bill, and iu strict accordance with the Con­ 
stitution. Every gentleman should be permitted to 
place himself on record 
the Chinese question. 
The Workingmen had nobly come to the front in 
this matter. Let it be set in motion, and if it was 
unconstitutional it would be decided aga iist, and 
everyone would have to be satisfied. He hoped that 
this bill would pass, and they would test the consti­ 
tutionality of it. He wished that instead of so 
many lawyers we had men in the National Capitol 
who would make laws couched iu such plain lan­ 
guage that the people could understand them. 
M r. Ch a se said be could not sec the object of call­ 
ing for an indefinite postponemrnt. The hill came 
back from the Judiciary Committee with the in­ 
dorsement of the majority of the committ e. It 
was in accordance with the Constitution. He was 
sent t here to see that the Constitution was enforced, 
and this was one of the sections which especially 
wanted to he enforced. He did not wish to go out­ 
side of our Constitution to settle questions betwefen 
the Constitution of California and the Constitution 
of the United States or Burlingame treaty. That 
was for the Courts to do. 
Mr. N e um ann said that we all knew that th is 
vexed question would come up. He differed from 
both the gentlemen who had spoken. We certainly 
must take the Burliuganie Treaty into considera­ 
tion. He did not think the bill would have the 
effect which Mr. Kane wished, and which he him­ 
self wished, of checking immigration. It was use­ 
less to pass laws here which would not he sustained 
in the Courts. It was unnecessary to prove his 
status on this question. He was in favor of reason­ 
able legislation to accomplish that end, but brutal 
or forcible means were not the ones he wished to 
use. There was nothing to prevent any corporation 
from disbanding and leaving all their affairs in the 
hands of an individual, and then what effect would 
the bill have? The other day he hail offered to 
amend the bill so that he could favor it, and the 
amendment was voted dowii. He wished then to 
make it apply only to corporations that had received 
special franchises and privileges from the State 
or nation. 
It was not the duty of a Senator 
to vote for a bill when he was satisfied that 
it w ould not scan i the test of the Courts. 
He defined corporations and their powers, in answer 
to a question from Mr. Chase, and read fr**m the 
Civil Code to support his arguirmnt. Thought that 
the State might as well prescribe what church we 
should all attend, as to prohibiting corporations 
from conducting their business as they please. To 
corporations enjoying State aid, as railroad corpora­ 
tions, for instance, privileges may be denied con­ 
sistently. lie quoted Judge Field in supjxjrt of his 
position. 
Mr. W est said his thoughts had gone back for 
twenty years, when the Democratic party, in I860, 
quoted precedents which the Republican party at­ 
tacked, and said that Democrats had said that 
slavery could n«»t be set aside because the Constitu­ 
tion protected it. He was a consistent Republican, 
and had always been, and believed in the people* 
overturning decisions of the Supreme Court when 
t*.ey were hostile to the sentiments of the people, as 
they did then. That California should be free, and 
that no decisions of the Court should he permitted 
to crush out the industry, prosperity and life of the 
people. He did not think they could have a better 
opportunity than the present to make a ca*e and 
find out whether the people or these decisions 
were entitl’d to the most consideration. 
Mr. J ohnson said that in listening to Mr. Hittell 
anil Mr. Neumann he had asked himself what was 
the subject of the hill. He had heard nothing in 
this bill that interfered with the Chin «man as a 
Chinaman. 
This bill is aimed at corporations 
and their officers, n«»t at Chinamt n ; at the creature 
of the State, and not at individuáis living in the 
State. The creator was certainly greater than the 
created, and the only question now was, Will we en­ 
force the law of the State against coq>orations form­ 
ed under the laws of the State; whether this Legis- 
l&tu e would pass laws to enforce the provision of 
Section 2 of Article XlX. of the Constitution ? He 
a*ked why the gentleman, who stood deserved­ 
ly high in .he ranks of his profession, had 
not brought in some law to attain a result which 
he (Mr. Neumann) had said he was in favor of at­ 
taining. He was sorry that the gentleman from 
Los Angeles wished to do away with precedent, as 
precedent was al in his favor. He submitted that 
the judgment of Stephen J. Field was only sub­ 
mitted in a minority report, and quoted the Granger 
cases, and asked the gentleman to leave revolution 
to one side, anvl bow to the decision of a Republican 
Supreme Court. The question of regulating cor­ 
porations had been submitted to tha highest author­ 
ity in the land, and, like a good citizen, he bowed to 
their decision, ano when gentlemen spoke of the 
Burlingame treaty they were simply begging the 
question. He should vote f*»r the bill. 
Mr. H ittell thought that the committee was not 
united, and thought he did not stand al me in oppo­ 
sition to it. 
Mr. D avis had announced the other day that he 
w’ould support this bill. He d:«i not think that 
anything would be said t at would change the 
opinion o f any senator on the floor. He believed in 
law and order, and in showing all respect to the de­ 
risions of our Courts. lie did not think that that 
matter had been adjud;cated. H i might believe 


that the bill was ?. contravention of the Burlin<rune 
treaty hut Wat, net entirely satisfied that it was f>. 
tie believed that any state ought to regulate such 
matters within itself, and would vote for the bill to 
bring it to a test and procure a decision. The parties 
bcre were pi dged to the reform of the Chinese abuse, 
but the people of the Eastern States had denounced 
the anti-Chmese sentiment on this cast as being 
merely the expression of the rough and criminal 
classes of the State. Hefavored showing them that 
the most intelligent and respectable portion of the 
citizens held the same opinions ami wishes, and 
then they could no longer shut their eves to th 3 
9tate of affairs. 
. 
ho well said that there was no gentleman on 
this no«)r more anxious than himself to restrict Chi­ 
nese immigration. While he w as perfectly willing 
to vote for this bill, if it could be made effective, he 
thought the penalty being applied to individuals, it 
wouid become inoperative. Heofferod a substitute, 
and moved to recommit to the Committee on Judi­ 
ciary, with instructions to amend so as to make the 
corporation liable instead of the individual. He said 
that his only object in offering the amendment was 
to make the corporation directly liable instead of 
the individual. 
Mr. Rowell’s motion t«> recommit was lost. 
Mr. Esos had hoped that the bill would pass with­ 
out discussion, and receive the unanimous support 
of the Senators. He had h<»ped that every Senator 
h id fully understood the purjjort of the oath taken 
by him *.o support the Constitution of the State, and 
was very sorry to hear any gentleman sav—as Sena­ 
tor Hittell had—that he owed a higher allegiance to 
the Burlingame treaty than to the Constitution of 
California. He had rather resign his seat on this 
fiowr than to refu-e to vote for the bill. It was a 
provision of the Constitution made mandatory that 
the Legislature should pass such laws as were neces­ 
sary to enforce it. He regretted to see Mr. Hindi's 
seat empty, but as it w as, he would ask Senaror Neu­ 
mann why he had not introduced some law for that 
purpose. 
Mr. Neumann replied that he had introduced an 
amendment that would have made the bill good if it 
had been a«lopied. 
Mr. E no s dilated upon the educational advantages 
Mr. Neumann enjoyed, and asked why he had at­ 
tacked Mr. Kaue, who had enjoyed no such advan­ 
tages, who only came here as a representative labor­ 
ing man. He (Enos) hud been denounced the other 
day us a barbarian on account of the bill introduced 
by him. He wished to know how Mr. Hittell, who 
pronounced the bill unconstitutional, knew that it 
was unconstitutional V Who gave him the rKht to 
decide on this floor that it was not constitutional'? 
He defied the Burlingame treaty, and thought Cal­ 
ifornia should show the country that the Constitu­ 
tion and the people were a higher power than the 
treaty. He would ask the honorable gentleman if 
he avowed an allegiance to the Burlingame treaty in 
preference to the Constitution of California? As 
for him, his highest allegiance was due to his State 
and her people. “ If this were treason, make 
the most of it.” lie would ask Senator Neu­ 
mann it' he indorsed the declaration of Judge Field, 
that Tilden w as elected, and Hayes a fraud ? 
Mr. Neumann said he ha«l never heard that Judge 
Field used any such language. It sounded more 
like Judge Enos. 
Mr. hr.os spoke of Judge Field’s reported candi­ 
dacy, and denounced his decision against the Mayor 
of San Francisco in the matter of cutting off Chi­ 
namen’s queues, and spoke of Judge Taney's decis­ 
ion in 1857. He knew* this provision of the Consti­ 
tution was rough on the corporations, but it was 
the decision of the people; the unbought, honest 
people. Eie was glad to hear the eloquent voice of 
the Senator from Sacramento iu support «ff the hill; 
it vas a talisnianic power in aid of it. This bill 
would give employment to 10,000 white inhabitants 
of California. It would fill the empty larders of 
10,000 homes, and give plenty to the homes of pov­ 
erty. He meant that the Chinese should go, and 
that the corporations should help to make them go. 
If a man was a wretch because his slogan was “ The 
Chinese must go,” then he w*as a w retch, and gloried 
in the name. 
Mr. Coxukr said that on any othet question 
than one of such importance he would not 
be here. He had left the side of his dead father to 
come here and do his duty to twenty thousand 
starving people of California. His father lmd said 
to him a few days ago, when he had staid with him 
until after the time for opening the session,4* Go 
on, mvson, and do your duty.’’ He was following 
in the footsteps of that father, who liad been chosen 
to fill several public offices, and was here to-day to 
do what he could to give relief, and employment, 
and bread, to twenty thousand homes. Mr. Satter- 
white had said the other day that the Republican 
party had been the friend to all races but the white 
man, and it was true. He had been a member of 
the Republican party for sixteen years, but had 
affiliated with the Workingmen’s party in order, if 
possible, to carry out the new issues that had arisen, 
and which the Republican party did not regard as he 
did. or wish to solve as he thought right. He be­ 
lieved the Burlingame treaty should be done away 
w th. It was conceived in fraud, and he quoted the 
sections he declared were inconsistent. He said 
that it affords no privileges or protection in China 
for Americans. 
There are only five ports 
in China where au American can go and obtain 
justice, and they are under the shadow of British 
cannon ar.d only upheld by British power. In the 
interior, if an American citizen wished to engage in 
trade, he would not be allowed to do so, and if he 
got away without leaving his head he would be 
lucky. It has been decided that the Burlingame 
treaty stands only on the same footing as an Act of 
Congress. 
At this point the Senate took a recess until 1 p. m. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
Senate reassembled at 1:30 p. m., President Mans­ 
field in the chair. 
Roll called and quorum present. 
Mr. Co nger resumed his remarks and said he 
would only detain the Senate & few moments 
longer. The question whither a State shad 
scribe any conditions on which aliens might reside 
in its borders, different I rom those applied to its 
citizens, was one he wished to discuss. If the treat v- 
making power was so absolute that it overpowered 
all rights of citizens, an American citizen in time of 
war had better go to another country and tender his 
allegiance, ami come back released from the burdens 
of government. He had no doubt that the corpora­ 
tions would test this law. Of course Congress had 
the right to make treaties and legislate, but 
the State has the reserved right to protectitself 
from their ill effects. He would mention this one 
]x>int in regard to nuisance, that it had been held 
that the people had the right to abate a nuisance, 
o\en by tearing down buildings w herein they exist. 
He quoted General Butler to the tfleet that the 
Constitutional Convention has the power to declare 
upon these things, and their authority is paramount. 
He would ask these men who had grown rich in this 
Slate to have mercy upon the laboring classes. He 
appealed U> them in the name of God, in the name 
of justice and humanity, to discharge these slaves. 
They could build up this State, and it was for their 
interest to do so. He considered this question above 
all party lines, and gentlemen of all parties who 
would lift up their voices against this evil should 
have his hearty co operation. He closed by saying; 
“ If that time should ever come—and 1 pray God It 
may not—that it should he aecessarj for me to ar­ 
ray myself even against the Constitution and laws 
of ray State and the law s of my country to keep my 
family from starvation and the degradation of a 
slave. I will say 4 Let cowards cringe who fear to­ 
day.’ ” 
. 
Mr. N eumann said that after the speech of the 
gentleman from the Ninth, he wished to answer 
some things that had been siid. He believed that 
the corporations should only be allowed to employ 
white labor. He disclaimed any intent to make any 
attack on Senator Kane, and paid him a compliment 
on his fairness and honest} ; and replied to the re­ 
marks of Senator Enos. He said that men from t he 
slums of the European cities had come to this coun­ 
try to dare to propose to dictate our laws to us. He 
read from Shakesjieare Jack Cade’s speech to bis 
followers its idu trating the course of some people 
of this State. Senator Enos had hurt him more by 
the accusation that he had said he had declared lie 
owed more allegiance to the Burlingame treaty than 
to the Constitution than anything she lie had said. 
He did not care to have the respect of a certain class 
who inhabited the slums cf San Francisco. He did 
not think that the police regulations could interfere 
with the inalienable rights of citizens. 
Mr. D i c k i n s o n said there had been much debate 
on this bill and the one like it, and much on the 
same ground. He would vote against this, as 
against the other. He considered it unconstitu­ 
tional, and did not think he would do any injury to 
the people in so doing. He defined the difference 
between the Constitution of the United States and 
the State Constitution, and quoted from the former. 
He thought that it guaranteed to all men equality, 
and the people of California recognized the Consti­ 
tution of the United States as the paramount 
law of the land. 
He expressed sympathy 
with the Judges whose decisions had been 
so ruthlessly torn to pieces and scattered 
to the winds in the morning. He re d from the 
treaty as to the rights guaranteed to the Chinese, 
and claimed that under the treaty, takin with the 
Constitution of the United States, they w ere entitled 
to equal rights. lie thought that if the bill had 
proposed to deprive all other aliens who were not 
citizens, of these rights, the members would not 
advocate it so strenuously. He thought he could 
show that this provision would react as a boomerang 
upon the class that it was intended to protect. He 
•hd not think they were called on to vote for this 
hill and then shift the responsibility upon the 
Courts. It had been asked if the creature was 
greater than the creator. He thought not, hut 
would not like to see the creator handle tbecreature 
so as to crush out its life by means of injustice. He 
classed this bill with what he might call the Bar­ 
barian bills. He spoke of the cry against railroad 
discrimination, and said that this was a worse case 
of discrimination by far. We must handle this 
question carefully and as best we can, and 
use our best influene to ‘abate the evil prop­ 
erly. This bi]l would discriminate against the 
man who was a member of a corporation 
and in favor of a private individfial occupied in the 
same business, who could employ as many Chinese 
as he pleased. He thought the slogan “ the Chinese 
must go” had always been incomplete, and the peo­ 
ple who used it would complete it by saying “ they 
must go—on with our washing and ironing.” He 
thought the police power necessary to make them 
go was lodged in the provision enabling cities to 
regulate the Chiuese within their limits, if it existed 
anywhere. If he never would be returned, as he 
bad been informed on this floor, he would bow to 
the fates. This is nothing but class legislation, and 
Ireland is suffering from just such legislation. This 
is not the only country, or these the only cities 
where poverty is felt. It is universal throughout 
the world, iIc wished we had the power to pass 
this law and enforce it, for in that case he would 
votefforit, but he did not believe we had. 
Mr. Sears looked upon this question of such im­ 
portance as to justify every gentleman on this floor 
in taking up a few minutes with it. He was sorry 
to see that the debate had taken a partisan turn, 
but where blows were given blows must be re­ 
turned. The gentleman who had just spoken said 
that the bill discriminated against a class, but that 
if he thought it could be inforced he would vote for 
it. He thought this inconsistent. It was enough 
for him to know that the Constitution made it man­ 
datory to legislate against them, and that 154,009 
Yutes had tqioken in thuudcr tones in favor of that 
legislation, against 723. He wished to ca.ll the at­ 
tention of th gentlemen to the fact that the only 
law against Chinese immigration in the State was 
passed in the first Republican Legislature of this 
títate, in 1602, and he had the honor of being the 
author of the bill. |jc foresaw at that time that the 
Chinese won d come down from the mountains to 
the cities and val eyg to supplant the white men. 
That law was declared unconstitutional by the Su­ 
preme Court, but he bad the satisfaction of knowing 
that Chief Justice Field wrote a dissenting opinion 
iu favor of its constitutionally. He did not believe 


in abusing the Chine?e, but thought we were 
in duty bound, iu protection to ourselves 
and children, 
to 
do all 
we 
can 
legiti­ 
mately to prevent a race from coming here 
which «an never assimilate with us. lie did not 
agree with Senator Dickinson in letting the matter 
alone. Agitation was what would purify the coun­ 
try, that was the province of agitation in all great 
questions. He did not wish to see it flashed to 
Washington, where our Representatives were trying 
to repeal the treaty, that tins Senate had refused to 
legislate to abate This evil. He believed we had the 
power to deal with it. He had arrived at that period 
o f life when he felt a greater interest in those whom 
he left behind him than iu himself. He was in favor 
of the bill, as it would drive the Chinese out and 
give employment to thousands of poor white people. 
He trusted it would be passed unanimously. 
Mr. S.vttkrwhite had not intended to say much, 
aud W’ould not do so now. It was very satisfactory 
to see some of the members of the dominant party 
on this floor supporting this bill, lie had thought, 
that, there was no difference in parties now except 
the old sectional prejudice, but he was satisfied now 
that there was an irrepressible conflict between 
what had been termed the aristocracy of social life 
i.nd the lower classes, and he was satisfied that 
would be the contest of the future. 
The next 
thing the opposition woul I do would be to hold a 
caucus and all sien a petiti n petitioning the cor­ 
porations to discharge their Chinamen, and present 
it on this floor for the others to sign, and that 
would pet haps be constitutional, but he doubted if 
an> of them would sign it. He wished that this de­ 
bate could be published all over the 8tate so that all 
could know the sentiments expressed on this floor. 
These si me gentlemen the other day thought we 
must read all bills three times. They did not think 
it best, but the Constitution said we must do so, 
therefore we must. He would bring them back to 
the Constitution and ask them to abide by it all. 
He alluded f the action of South Carolina on the 
Personal Liberty bill, and thought California should 
do likewise. 
Beecher and others in the East 
would get tip on a stomach full of roast turkey 
and denounce the rabble of California. They know 
nothing of what they are talking about. He would 
remind the Senator who had alluded to Jack Cade 
and Wat Tyler that their agitation and acts were the 
cause of the liberty of English people to-dav. Spoke 
of the peaceable procession of thousands of unem­ 
ployed Workingmen in San Francisco yesterday, 
and said this wns no time to argue against the pas­ 
sage of such a bill as this. 
Mr. Z uck had been much interested m the debate 
on this question, and for once had bten impatient 
ever since the bill had been read from the Secretary’s 
desk to vote upon it. He thought that the over­ 
whelming expression of opinion from the whole 
State ought to be heeded, and congratulated Sena­ 
tor • attenvhite for coming over, although late, to 
the dominant party. He had been surprised to hear 
Mr. Enos speak on fhe subject as if it was a measure 
advocated only by his party, after the people of the 
State had spoken with the weight of 150,000 voices on 
this point. The Senators hud sworn to support the 
State Constitution, and he Could not see how Sena­ 
tors could hesitate, in view of the plain section on 
the fabject. This is not opposition to the treaty, it 
is simply regulating the acts of the corporations 
by this State. We must begin with corporations 
au I afterwards we must go on and attend to the 
actions of individuals, hut we can not do evorythii g 
at once. He spoke only to do justice to his con­ 
stituents and himself. * 
Mr. W atson had calleo on this body this morning 
for a vole, and had disliked very much this long 
discussion. He would vote for i he bill. He depre­ 
cated the persistent efforts of the gentleman fruin 
the tirst to link his party with that of the Work­ 
ingmen, and dt fended the Republican party from 
the charge of insincerity on this question. 
Mr. E nos would not occupy the attention of the 
Senate a second time on this question had he not 
been assailed on this floor. He had given his views 
before in all sincerity, and had made no attack on 
any one, but when lie was charged, in uttering the 
sentiments of his heart, with tickliug a dictator, he 
wished the gentleman to understand that he only 
bowed U> his God, his conscience and his country. 
What right had any man to impugn his motives, or 
to in’erpret them in this debate V The ireotlemau 
has a right to oppose this bill, and his reasons are 
doubtless good. He had been spoken of as a good 
actor, but thought the gentleman more than his 
peer. Senator Dickinson had raid “ don’t agitate.” 
He wished to agitate. He did not wish tho e gen­ 
tlemen to arrogate to themselves all the glory of the 
Republican party. He had been a Republican be­ 
fore the iron hail on Sumter forced many of these 
men to become Republicans ; but he was not a Re­ 
publican of to-day. lie agreed with the Senator 
from Marin, that this was a day well spent for the 
State. Agitation had made this country what it is. 
Mr. Dickinson moved to recommit the bill, with 
instructions to amend so as to make it applicable to 
all persons alike. 
Mr. Ciiasr opposed the motion to recommit as en­ 
tirely unnecessary. 
The motion to recommit was lost by a vote of ayes 
3, Does 29. 
Mr. N eumann stated th a t he w as paired with Sen­ 
ator Conger. 
The motion to indefinitely postpone the bill was 
lost by the folio.ving vote : 
Ayes- Dickinson, Hittell, Neumann —3. 
Noes—Anderson, Burt, Brown, Carlock, Chase, 
Cheney, Davis, Enos, George, Glascock, Gorman, 
Johnson, Johnston, Kane, Lampson, Langford, 
Moreland. Nelson, Nye, Pardee, Pool, Rowell, fivan, 
Satterwhite, Sears, Traylor, Watson, Wendell, West, 
Zuck—30. 
The bill was then passed by a vote of 30 ayes to 2 
uoes—Hittell and Dickinson. Mr. Neumann an­ 
nounced himself jxiired with Mr. Conger.

first reading of bills. 
The bills introduced yesterday were read a first 
time and referred to appropriate committees. 
bill passed. 
Mr. McC ar ty, of Lake, moved t<* take «p out of 
its order Assembly Bill No. 112—An Act to repeal 
Sections 2,3 and C, aud to amend Section 4, of An 
Act to provide fur the payment of certain bunds of 
the county of Lake, approved March 28, 1674, in 
relation to an Assessor and Collector. 
It was read a third time and passed. 
THE TYLER WATER BILL. 
Mr. C amron called up the notice given l»y Mr. 
Tyler in relation to the water bid, and moved to 
take k up. So ordered, ai.d the House resolved 
itself into Committee of the Whole to consider it. 
Mr T yler said the reason he did not wish the bill 
considered at this lime was because h* ha«l been too 
much occupied to prepare the amendments which 
ho bad found were* necessary. He regretted that the 
bill had been forced up. 
Mr. C amron moved that the committee rise and 
recommend that the enacting clause be stricken 
out.Mr T yler said if the House wished to thus sum­ 
marily deal with a bill of such importance, without 
even allowing it to be perfected, he should make no 
lengthy opposition. But he would read the art cie 
of the Constitution, to >how that this bill was noth­ 
ing mure n«jr less than the carrying out of the 
mandatory provisions of the Constitution. The 
Constitution makes it the impera ive duty of the 
legislature to prescribe the mode and manner o f 
regulating the sai«?. rental and distribution of water. 
The main feature of the bill was to change the paes- 
ent system, which compels poor men to bear the en­ 
tire burden. He proposed to make the rich man—the 
man who owns his fine palace, and his Govemm nt 
bonds, and h's millions of property—contribute his 
share of the expense, and to just that extent relieve 
the poor consumer. His argument in support of 
this new principle was clear and forcible from his 
standpoint, showing that were it not for the fact 
that the water-mains are laid in 8an Francisco, the 
cost o f insurance would not be less than four |>cr 
cent, on pr».*perty p r annum, «»r even higher. Now 
they can insure their property for one third of one 
per (.cut. Ih .s property is greatly benefited, and 
there is a saving of many millions in that one item 
alone He ieviewed the entire question, comparing 
the bill with the Constitution, btill he declared 
that the bill was not perfect, but he would gladly 
inv»fe amendments. 
Mr. C amkon led on the charge against the bill 
He said ti at while he agreed with Mr. Ty er that 
the consumers of water should not pay all the tax, 
he would not agree that the}* should pay the same 
tax that they are now paying, while an additional 
tax is t • be levied upon property. He denounced 
the bill m tht- ui««st scabbing terms as being a lmi in 
every detail iu the interest of the water companies, 
u'uKiut a-ingle saving ciuuse. The only way to 
kill i. tffectuaily was to cut ibe tail of the auimal 


off close behind the cars. Reviewing it section by 
section, he declared that it prevented competition 
by reas*«n of the clause which denies standing to 
any individual or corporation who has not the capac­ 
ity to supply the entire city with water. For in­ 
stance, men could not sell water from artesian wells. 
It was intended to shut out competition, and tv 
these provisions as to capacity effectually accom­ 
plishes that object. He declared that this bill was 
draw n apparently in harmony w ith the Constitution, 
but by dexterous changes had a very different mean­ 
ing. He denounced the principle as bad that would 
tax all property, whether benefited or not, for the use 
of water. 
For instance, there are thousands of 
men who do not use water frcm the companies. 
They have wells, and furnish their own water. And 
yet it is proposed to tax them to maintain the water 
works in which they have no interest. This bill de­ 
clares all property benefited, although it may be a 
mile awav from any water inaiu. Property in the 
suburbs of Oakland, situated at such an altitude as 
to be inaccessible, must pay a tax to supply their 
neighbors with water. It does not benefit the con­ 
sumer, for it is proposed by this bill to raise the 
amount which these companies may charge, and 
while the poor man’s rental for water is u«>t reduced, 
property lias to pay an additional tax, which tax in 
the end must come out of the p«x»r roan’s pocket, 
for the landlord will increase bis rent accordingly. 
It was an excellent law for the corporations, but not 
for the people. He discussed the question at con­ 
siderable length, dissecting the bill slowly, unt.l the 
enacting clause, according to his showing, was about 
all that was left of it. 
Mr. Mat declared himself in favor of the broad 
principle that property should be made to pay a 
portion o f the water bills. He was by no meaus in 
favor of this bill without amendment. But the 
gentleman had shutout all amendments by moving 
to strike out the enacting clause. The principle 
contained in the bill is right, but the details are de­ 
cidedly wrong. He believed %the time had come 
when the water tax should be divided between the 
consumer and the property-bolder. The time has 
come when a man’s water costs him m«»re than the 
flour consumed by his family, and f«»r such a state 
of things it is the duty of this Legislature to pro­ 
vide a remedy. He himseif had to pay $66 a year 
fur water, and he wanted relief, and he «'anted 
some of the rich men to share that burden with 
him. lie cited other large cities in the country 
which have the proposed system, and it has been 
found to work well and fairly upon a!! classes. 
Mr. Finlatson said he thought the bill a bad one. 
He would not vote for it. But he thought the author 
ought to have a chance to amend it, ai.d he moved 
that the c«jminittee rise, report progress and ask 
leave to sit again, so as lo consider this bill with 
others on the same subject. 
Mr M ay bell objected to any postponement of the 
ma ter. Reference had been mode to the lion and 
the lamb lying down together. It was more than 
probable if they did that the lamb would be found 
inside of the lion in the morning. The proposition 
that property should pay half the tax was not a 
good one. No matter where the tax is placed it will 
b«_- paid by the consumer eventually. It is like 
shifting the load on the camel from one hump to the 
other. The same camel carries the load all the time. 
The Constitution gives to municipal corporations 
all the power they need. They are the best judges 
as to what management shall be exercised, and the 
local Boards can best determine what the people 
want. The bill here is a bad one, and ought not to 
bo passed. The title reads “ Spring,” and the tail 
reads “ Valiev,” and that is all the bill amounts to. 
It is Spring Valley from one end to the other, is in 
the interest of that company, and not in the interest 
of the people. 
Mr. McD ade was in favor of striking out the en­ 
acting clause of the bill He thought it in violation 
of the Constitution. The regulating power is dele­ 
gated by the Constitution to the municipal authori­ 
ties. The present rate is 7 per cent, on the invest­ 
ment, and this bill proposes to increase it to 9 ¡»er 
cent. The least that c¿n be done i-ito give the Con­ 
stitution a trial. But this bill proposes to take away 
the power which is contorted upon the Board of 
Supervisors, and allow the Legislature to say what 
the rate shall be. The provisions of the Constitu­ 
tion are wise, and ample to regulate the matter, 
and the people of 
San 
Francisco 
know’ 
better what they want than anybody el-e. 
These water companies seem to be afraid 
of the provisions of the Constitution, or they would 
not try so hard to evade them. He was opposed to 
any postponement. The members have made up 
their minds, and are ready to vote at once. The 
people of San Francisco have not asked for the 
enactment of any bill of this kind. 
Mr. Du B rutz said this bill reminded him of the 
white man and the Indian who were out hunting. 
The Indian killed a turkey and the white man killed 
a buzzard. 
The white man said, “ Now, I will 
take the turkey, and you take the buz­ 
zard, or you 
take the 
buzzard, and I 
will take the turkey.” The Constitution gives the 
local Boards of Supervifcurs power to fix the rates 
on water. This bill proposes that the Legislature 
shall fix a mitúmum basis upon which these rates 
shall rest. The Board of Supervisors can go on and 
fix rates, but they must place those rates within 
the maximum and minimum bounds prescribed by 
this bill, so that, in effect, the powers delegated to 
the local boards by the Constitution are taken away. 
Since the advent of this bill he could see that the 
early repeal of the Rogers’ Act was not meant fur 
nothing. He was radically opposed to the bill. 
Mr. Young, in a lengthy argument, in which all 
the constitutional and legal prepositions were freely 
discussed, put the bill through a very caustic cross­ 
examination. He laid it dow n as a legal proposition 
that the Constitution must govern, and that this 
bill wouid be at least an evasion of the mandatory 
provisions of that insti ument. The biil proposea to 
contravene not only the letter, but the spirit, of the 
Constitution, although it is ver}’ ingeniously drawn. 
It contains just enough of truth to give it an honest 
appearance, when in fact it is the very embodiment 
of error. If there are any two things that should he 
free to man. they are water and air. But if this bill 
becomes a law, then it will be but one step to the 
next proposition, that a man shall be compelled to 
pay for the air which he breathes. His argument 
went to the constitutional provisions governing in 
this matter, and the causes which led to tiieir 
adoption. He was a believer in the proposition that 
citi-3 should own their own water works. 
At 1 o’clock the committee rose and the Assembly 
took a recess. AFTERNOON SESSION. 
On reassembling Mr. C amron moved that the As- 
sembl} go into Committee of the Whole, to further 
consider the bill. 
a personal explanation. 
Mr. Fox—Mr. Speaker, I hope this motion w iil not 
prevail. This bill was oiled up at a time when no 
one had any reason to suppose that it would be 
called up. i was informed by the author that he 
would n«»t call it up. l’he nature of the discussion 
this morning, and many things which have tran­ 
spired since the commencement of this session, ren­ 
der it but just to myself that 1 should 
have an opportunity to be heard in vin­ 
dicating myself before this House, and show 
you how i stand upon the general prin­ 
ciples involved in the question. I claim the 
right, after what has transpired in this House, to a 
fair opportunity to show you how I, who have been 
pointed at by gentlemen since this Assembly opened 
as the attorney of the water company, stand upon 
the question of wattr rights and the power of the 
Legislature and of municipal corporations over 
them. The Committee of the Whole is not the place 
fur me to do it. Now 1 ask that the committee do 
not sit again until 1 shall have an opportunity to 
make an argument which will place me fairly before 
this House. 
Mr. Del Valle saiii the only question before the 
House was as to the merits of the bill. He was aJ- 
wavs ready at a moment’s notice to explain his po­ 
sition on any question, and he was opposed to any 
delay. 
The motion elicited considerable discussion. 
Mr. Adams moved to postjionc the c.tnsid*ration 
of the bill. He did so out «»f courtesy to the gentle­ 
man who desired it. He himself was opposed to 
the bill, and had been fmm the time it first made 
its appearance, and intended to vote against it. 
Mr. Cuthbrrt hoped the motion to postpone 
would not prevail. lie did not w ish to cast any re­ 
flections or impugn any man’s motives. He be- 
1 eved that the members on the floor were all hon­ 
orable men, who have the interest of th«* people at 
heart. They are not made of the kind of stuff that 
can be influenced in their actions by any considera­ 
tions out side of public loyalty. But he was opposed 
to the bill, believing the principles to be wrong, and 
was in favor of taking the bull by the horns and set­ 
tling the matter at once and forever. 


t h e h ouse r e fu se s. 
The ayes and noes were demanded, and the As­ 
sembly refused, bv a vote of .'13 to 44, to postpone. 
The Assembly then went into Committee « f the 
Whole, Speaker pro tem. Fraser n the Chair. 
Mr. Y oung fin shed his argument, which had been 
interrupted by the hour for recess. 
Mr. Fox spoke at length, defining his position 
clearly upon the que tion. 
He regretted that 
amendments had been cut off, for he had already 
prepared a number of amendments to the bill. He 
was unalterably opposed to the bill as it stands. 
But most of the objectionable features referred to 
by the opponents of the measure w'ere included in 
the amendments which he had prepared. For in­ 
stance, the section in relation to the capacity of com­ 
peting companies was wrong, and in his amended 
bill he had stricken that out. He desired to have a 
chance ti» amend the bill so as to bring it into har­ 
mony with the views of the ¡»eople. 
But there 
eeemed to be a determination on the part of some 
to strangle the bill as a whole, and by a preferred 
moti«>n to shut out all amendments. He said that 
gentlemen were constantly ringing the changes on 
the word “ corporation.” Generally he had no re­ 
ply to make to personal attacks, preferring to let 
them fall harmless at his feet. But he owtai it to 
his friends to define his position on these questions. 
Ho placed himself squarely and unequivocally on 
record »s being in favor of the creature be­ 
ing under the control of the creator. The 
people have, and should have, the power 
to regulate corj»orations, and 
none 
would 
deny it. The Constitution says that municipal cor­ 
porations shall regulate the price of water; but it 
i i left with the Legislature to provide the mode ami 
manner <jf doing it. But he uuhtsiiatiiiKly said 
that corporation# have rights which must be re­ 
spected. Ho was not one to make war uj>on aggre­ 
gated capital, which accomplishes great enterprises. 
He believed in fairness ami justice ti» all parties. 
This Legislature must pa s some legislation upon 
the subject. Let this «»r some other bill come up, 
and let gentlemen tmend it and formulate it to suit 
their opinions, but let legislation be had of some 
kind to carry out the provisions « f the Constitution 
Mr. A nth ony spoke earnestly against the bill 
as a general law, for there are places which 
would wuficr great injustice, as would be the case in 
Santa Cruz, where the city is scat ered over a great 
deal «ff ground, fnd onlv a small portion supplied 
with water. He was in fav« r of squelching the bill 
at one blow. While he had the highest regard for 
the honesty and integrity of the gcutU-m.n who fa­ 
vor the bill, he could not be convince l that it wouid 
work well. 
Mr. H ardy said the bill seemed to have been 
slaughtered in the house of its friends. They disa­ 
gree a* to the wisdom c*f its provisions. He w as op 
jHHed to preventing competition, if the Legislature 
has the power to fix the ha-i* upon which r.tti-s n*av 
be charged, then it has the right to confer that 
power upon the Boards of Supervisors. Takeaway 
the objectionable featurts and lucre is nothing left 
of the bill. The corporations should receive a fair 
return on their actual investment, and no more. 
The city should, pay for all water it u#es, and con­ 
sumers should pay for what they use. lie was op­ 
posed to tiie bill, believing that au Act can be 
named which will meet the whole question, aud 
that, the law can be contained on a single pure. 
Mr. M at BELL discussed the b ill at length, viewing

ISLAM VERSUS CHRISTENDOM. 
In the January number of BlachcoO'Vs 
Magazine there is quite a remarkable 
paper, purporting to be tlie expression of 
the views of a Turkish Effendi upon 
Christendom and Islam. There are sev­ 
eral indications of genuineness about the 
paper, but whatever its origin it is un­ 
questionably a very novel and even start­ 
ling alrticle. The Turkish Effendi supposed 
to write it is described as an educated and 
very liberal Ottoman, who has travelled 
much, who is a member of the Theosophi- 
cal Society, and whose wealth and position 
confer upon him practical security in his 
own land. While by r.o means a bigoted 
Mohammedan, this Effendi takes the 
ground that the influence of Christianity 
upon Europe lias been very much more 
evil than good, and that it would in fact 
have been better for the human race 
if the Battle of Tours had gone 
the other way, and the Cross had sunk be­ 
neath the Crescent. His theory is that 
Christianity, as practiced by European 
raceB, has only developed sordid qualities ; 
that modern civilization is merely the wor­ 
ship of Mammon; that material prosperi­ 
ty is made the touchstone of everything ; 
that the growth and cultivation of nobility, 
charity, patience, purity, truth, have been 
dwarfed and checked by the struggle for 
wealth ; that the manufacturing nations 
have bee!»- the worst in this scramble ; and 
that Islam has, notwithstanding its defects, 
done more for real civilization than Chris­ 
tendom. He indeed expressly separates the 
doctrines of Christ from what is now called 
Christianity, and the latter he styles “ An- 
“ ti-Christendom,” so signifying that it is a 
perverted religion which its founder could 
notrecogDize to-day. To this Anti-Christen­ 
dom, he asserts, the woes of Turkey have 
been attributable, and he also thinks, what 
others have thought before him, that the 
civilization of the present ago may con­ 
tain the seeds of its own destruction in 
those very agencies which have appeared 
to minister most to its growth. The arti­ 
cle is a remarkable one, and our brief in­ 
dication of its scope and tendency is only 
intended to stimulate the curiosity of 
those who have not read it. Whatever 
defects such arguments may have, they 
possess a very real value in hringing us 
face to face with that other side of fa­ 
miliar topics which w'e should probably 
never see if we listened only to the com­ 
monplace discussions. 


{A NATIONAL RAILROAD COMMISSION. 
A bill has been drawn as a substitute for 
the Reagan bill, which is far more in har­ 
mony with the teachings of experience 
than that crude and mischievous measure. 
It provides for the creation of a National 
Railroad Commission, to supervise and 
examine the operation of all interstate rail­ 
roads. Being modeled on thejilau of the 
Massachusetts Commission, the successful 
working of which has justified the imita­ 
tion, it does not aim at the establishment 
of an autocratic Board, with plenary 
powers, to wrest the control of the rail­ 
roads from the hands of their owners, but 
seeks only to secure full publicity, 
and prompt reference of all unabated 
abuses to Congress. The Commissioners 
are to have power to hear complaints, to 
take testimony, and to send for persons and 
papers; to see that all statutory enact­ 
ments regarding transportation are en­ 
forced ; and to exercise a general super­ 
vision. 
They are to collect data for 
an intelligent system of railroad leg­ 
islation, 
and to report all viola­ 
tions of law to the Attorney-General. 
The functions here prescribed for the Com­ 
mission are almost the same as those which 
the Massachusetts Board lias exercised 
for ten years, and in the acknowledged 
success of the latter a guarantee is afforded 
for the results of the proposed measure. 
The Reagan hill, on the other hand, is 
merely a copy on an enlarged scale of the 
Granger laws which were passed in Illinois, 
Iowa and Wisconsin. The principles em­ 
bodied in it have had a fair and full trial 
in those States, and everyone knows that 
the Granger laws had to he repealed at the 
first opportunity, because it was demon­ 
strated that they would ruin the State if 
maintained. The demand for the Reagan 
bill is therefore utterly irrational, and 
made in stupid and blind defiance of ex­ 
perience. Should Congress enact such a 
law it would be a reproach to the intelli­ 
gence of the National Legislature, for it would 
prove that Congressmen were incapable of 
profiting by the plainest teachings of actual 
experiment, aud that they could not tell 
a bad law from a good one, even after its 
badness had been demonstrated beyond all 
question. 
Those who assert that the 
Reagan bill is a salutary mea=ure stand 
self-convicted of ignorance or shameless 
demagoguisn . Those who oppose the 
National Commission plan are in the same 
category, for the Commission plan has 
been vindicated by years of successful 
practice, and it has effected reforms which 
prohibitory legislation lias in every case 
failed to accomplish. The shallow dema­ 
gogues who think it profitable to truckle to 
the least enlightened opirion will no doubt 
assail the Commission plan as being in the 
interest of the railroads. Whoever makes 
this charge, however, is bound to show 
that such measures as the Reagan bill have 
at some time benefited the people, and no 
such showing can be made. 
It is about time that the stale clap trap 
heretofore used in this connection should 
be abandoned, for the facts are too much 
one way to afford the least foundation for 
it. The pretended friends of the peeple 
have been always in favor of such drastic 
and arbitrary measures as the Reagan bill, 
but they cannot point to a single instance 
in w’hich such law3 have produced any but 
evil results for the public. They have been 
tried, and every objection made to them 
on the ground of their lack of intelligence 
and appositeness has been more than j ustified 
by the outcome. The Commission system, 
however, has worked well aud smoothly. 
It ha3 given Massachusetts the best rail­ 
road system in the Union. It has put an 
end to popular complaints. It has re­ 
moved abuses. It has secured the most ef­ 
ficient service. It has done all that any 
governmental scheme has ever accom­ 
plished in this connection. Of ceurse it is 
more in the interest of the railroads than 
a law which reverses all toe principles of 
transportation which destroys competi­ 
tion, and which cuts off groat areas of 
country from a market. But it is equallv 
in the interest of the people, for that the 
Massachusetts system has proved. The 
people of Massachusetts could not be in­ 
duced to give up their Commission now, 
far they know that it is a great benefit to 
them. If, therefore, experience is worth 
anything, if reason is worth anything, the 
proposal for a National Commission must 
be regarded as a statesmanlike one, and it 
ought to bs approved by the country. No 
doubt there are still rabid anti-railroad peo­ 
ple, but if they have any sense they must 
see by this time that hostile legislation 
always injures those who use as well as 
those who own railroads, and that there is 
no escape from this. The condition of suc­ 
cessful railroad regulation is justice to all 
interests. 
That ha3 been the principle 
adopted in Massachusetts, and if that prin­ 
ciple is adopted by Congress the result will 
be as satisfactory. It may be that the 
Government will find the general supervi­ 
sion proposed the best system to maintain 
in perpetuity ; but in any case it is obvi­ 
ous that the chances for discovering a suc­ 
cessful system of railroad management 
must be largely increased by the experi­ 
ence and knowledge sure to be acquired 
by a National Board of Railroad Commis­ 
sioners. It is therefore to he hoped that 
this bill will be substituted for the Reagan 
bill, and that the latter will be rejected. 


A SIGNIFICANT ELECTION. 
The election in Liverpool, England, has 
resulted in the return of a Conservative 
member, notwithstanding the fact that the 
Liberal candidates made the most profuse 
promises to the voters. As Liverpool has 
for many years been regarded as a Liberal 
•constituency, this result is specially signif­ 
icant, and the Times is probably right in 
construing it as an indication that the pub­ 
lic do not share Mr. Gladstone's views as 
to the failure of the policy of the Con­ 
servative Government. The result in Liv­ 
erpool appears to show that Lord Bcacons- 
field and the “ Jingoes” have by no means 
exhausted their hold up an the popular con­ 
fidence, and if this is the case now, 
when the disasters in South Africa and 
Afghanistan are still fresh in the mem­ 
ories of the people, and when the Irish 
distress appears to be at its worst, 
the probability of a Liberal reaction strong 
enough to carry that party into power 
again, cannot be regarded as great. It is 
quite possible that the misfortunes of the 
Government have not yet culminated, but 
it is evident that it has been much more 
firmly seated than the recent laudations 
of Gladstone would seem to indicate. The 
truth is that the English people do not 
regard that statesman as a safe leader, 
especially when the foreigu policy de­ 
mands a firm hand, and though Beacous- 
field has been often discredited, the great 
pretensions of his foreign policy have 
flattered the public and tickled national 
vanity. 


THE SALARIES OF TEACHERS. 
A bill has been introduced in the Senate 
to regulate the salaries of teachers in San 
Francisco. In the first place such a mat­ 
ter is not a proper subject for legislation, 
and in the second place the principle of 
this bill is a bad one. It fixes the salaries 
of the low grade teachers at §75 per month, 
and in so doing it puts the extinguisher 
on educational reform in San Francisco. 
For it is a well understood fact that 
the low grades in the public schools call 
for the most skillful and experienced 
teachers. We do not say that the best 
teachers have heretofore been employed in 
those grades, but that they ought to be. 
In the Quincy schools, now the model ones 
of this country, the most experienced teach­ 
ers are sot to teach the youngest children, 
and this is done upon the principle that 
the hardest work lie3 in beginning the 
education. When our children have mas­ 
tered the rudiments of knowledge it is 
comparatively easy to leadfthem on from 
grade to grade, and if they are ordinarily 
intelligent the difficulty of teaching them 
decreases as they proceed, until in the 
highest grades they need very little guid­ 
ance. The bill referred to, however, alto­ 
gether ignores th:3 state of facts, and 
proceeds on the old obsolete theory that it 
requires no skill or experience to teach the 
lower grades, and that therefore the young­ 
est teachers should be put in charge of 
them. This is reversing the natural order, 
and perpetrating a blunder which has hail 
very much to do with the unsatisfactori­ 
ness of the results of the public school sys­ 
tem in the past. It is tobe hoped that the 
Legislature will avoid the errors which 
have impeded public education hitherto, 
and that it will at least leave the door open 
for reform, if it should appear practicable. 


To pass such a bill would be to destroy all 
hope of improvement, since nothing can be 
done with the schools unless it is possible 
to reform them from the bottom upward. 
So long as the most unfit teachers are de­ 
tailed to do the most important and diffi­ 
cult work, it must be expected that the 
children will leave the lower grades with 
half-formed ideas, and that knowing noth­ 
ing thoroughly they will struggle aud 
muddle confusedly through the upper 
grades, to leave school at last very little 
better than they entered it. 
The new 
Constitution has struck a terrible blow at 
the State educational system. The Legis­ 
lature ought to seek to modify the evil 
tendencies of that vicious instrument, in­ 
stead ot aggravating its mischievous pro­ 
visions. 
LOCAL INSURANCE COMPANIES. 
One of the results of the discussion of 
insurance matters forced upon the public 
by the efforts to obtain proscriptive legis­ 
lation against the Eastern and foreign cor­ 
porations, has been to bring into promi­ 
nence the excess of risks over assets which 
characterizes the business of the local com­ 
panies. 
Seven local companies, with a 
total capital of §2,200,000, carry $59,000,- 
G00 of risks in this State. As the most of 
these companies do business in San Fran­ 
cisco, in which city they last year collected 
§341,875 in premiums, and as the greater 
part of their assets are presumably situated 
in San Francisco also, it is obvious that iu 
the event of a great fire they would be 
in «.usiderable danger of insolvency. 
This kind of thing has in fact occurred re­ 
peatedly. In Chicago, Boston, and else­ 
where, local companies have been literally 
wiped out by great fires, and at such times 
it is always found that the only recourse 
for the insurers lies with the foreigu com­ 
panies, whose assets are out of danger. 
The California local companies are very 
greedy, and not at all careful of the risks 
they carry, for they are even now seeking 
to procure the passage of a law which they 
think would force the community to de­ 
pend wholly upon them. This, however, 
is clearly against public policy, and it is 
as clearly w rong that they should be per­ 
mitted to carry an amount of risks so out 
of 
all proportion 
to 
their assets 
as they do at present. A parallel for the 
recklessness of their course in this respect 
will be sought in vain among the Eastern 
and foreigu companies, whose available 
capital is, in the aggregate, equal to one- 
third of all their risks, while that of the 
local companies is only one thirty-eighth 
of their risks. It is evident that a by no 
means considerable loss might at any time 
cripple them, and that they do not in fact 
afford insurers anything like adequate se­ 
curity. 
As their present efforts in the 
lobby show them to be singularly indiffer­ 
ent to the interests of the public, we would 
suggest to the Legislature the eminent 
propriety of taking their case in hand, aud 
legislating for the protection of the people. 
AN IMPRUDENT ECCLESIASTIC. 


TELEGRAPHIC. 


A dispatch states that “ Archbishop 
“ Croke, of Cashel, acknowledging the re- 
“ ceipt of 1, 0U0 francs from the Paris Uni- 
“ vers, for relief of distress in his diocese, 
“ writes to the editor, Louis Veuillot, as 
“ follows: ‘I am more proud to receive 
“ ‘thi3 sum from France, through Mon- 
“ ‘ sieur Veuillot and the Unirers than to 
“ ‘receive twenty times that amount from 
“ ‘any other country or through any 
“ ‘other medium.’” If Archbishop Croke 
really experienced this peculiar gratifica­ 
tion in receiving a contribution front Louis 
Veuillot, it would have been more pru­ 
dent in him to conceal his satisfaction, 
for the only effect of the publication 
of what he has said is to make it 
appear, in an offensively significant way, 
that lie is an Ultramontane of the most 
thorough-going stripe. Louis Veuillot and 
the Paris Univers represent Ultramontan- 
ism of the most pronounced character, and 
stand for the most determined resistance 
to the spirit of liberty, to be found in Eu­ 
rope. At such a time as this, when it is 
desired to enlist whatever of charity ami 
philanthropy the world possesses, in the 
cause of the suffering Irish, it is certainly 
extremely injudicious for an Archbishop to 
flaunt the red flag of Ultramor.tanism in 
this defiant way. The thousand francs of 
Mr. Veuillot will doubtless go as far as 
any other thousand francs, but they will 
not go any further. 
A CARPEl’-BA'i CANDIDATE. 
The Sacramento Workingmen have 
nominated W. Minis for Second Trustee. 
It is not a felicitous choice. Mr. Minis is 
affiliated in no way with the interests of 
this city. He came here as a State officer, 
from another county, where his home has 
always been, and now that his term has 
expired it seeni3 that be wants an office at 
the hands of this community. 
Why 
should he have it ? 
He knows nothing 
about the city business. He is not com­ 
petent to transact that business. He is 
connected in no way with Sacramento. This 
city cannot afford to play any tricks with 
her own interests. Herfiuaneia! condition 
is such that the most sagacious supervision 
of all her affairs is absolutely necessary. 
She requires in the office of Second Trustee 
a man thoroughly identified with her in­ 
terests, familiar with every public need, 
and experienced in the functions he will 
have to perform. Such a man is not to be 
found in the person of Mr. Minis, who, 
though he may be a good enough man, is 
not the kind of candidate prudent busi­ 
ness men would think of choosing for so 
responsible a position. 


A VERY PROPER COURSE. 
The Senate on Wednesday rejected Mr. 
Chase’s joint resolution asking Congress to 
provide for the free coinage of silver, to 
retire national bank note3, and so forth. 
Of course the resolution was of no great 
consequence, but it is just as well that the 
traditions of Californian sagacity and clear­ 
sightedness in finance should be kept up, 
and it would have discredited those tra­ 
ditions had the Senate adopted so wild and 
foolish a proposition. 
There is no room 
for Greenbacker heresies in this State, and 
those who have tried to import them hith­ 
erto have had their labor for their pains. 
California wants no coin that is not full 
weight, no paper that is not exchangeable 
for gold at par, no Congressional tinkering 
of the currency, no “ dollar of the fath- 
“ era,” no financial nonsense of any kind. 
And before long we hope the whole coun­ 
try will have been educated up to the same 
degree of enlightenment on these matters.

W ashington, February 12th.—The House 
Committee on Claims to-day heard Jud’-e 
Welshire and one or two other friends of 
General John A. Sutter, in advocacy of his 
claim for a Congressional appropriation of 
$50,000, to indemnify him for the loss of his 
Sobrante grant and for his expenditures in 
aid of early California emigrants, etc. The 
committee will consider the subject to-mor­ 
row.llie Pulgas Ranch bill aho comes up again 
to-morrow in the Private Laud Claims Com­ 
mittee. 
• Representative Davis to-day presented a 
memorial of William Alvord, President of 
the Bank of California, praying for the re­ 
moval of the tax on bank deposits. 
The House to-day adopted the resolution 
calling on the I’re.-idcnt for information as to 
the progress of the negotiations for an amend­ 
ment of the Burlingame treaty without de­ 
bate or opposition. The resolution was offered 
by Willis (of Kentucky) on behalf of the 
Committee on Education and Labor, and is 
of course intended merely to elicit an official 
acknowledgment that nothing, or at least 
nothing of consequence, has been done by the 
diplomatic branch of our Government on this 
subject during the two years that have 
elapsed since both houses of Congress re­ 
quested the President to take action. 
It was said at the Capitol that the Presi­ 
dent feels inclined to resent the action of the 
Senate in rejecting the entire list of Ohio 
nominations for Census Supervisors. This 
came from a member of Congress, who said 
that the President would send back to the 
Senate the same list, with one or two excep­ 
tions, thereby indicating a determination to 
uiaintain his right of selection. The Senate 
in this event w ill undoubtedly reaffirm its co­ 
equal right to rejection. 
The Presidential Question. 
ILLINOIS PREFERENCES. 
Chicago, February 12th.—The Times pre­ 
sents the results of a canvass for Presidential 
preferences of the Republicans of Illinois 
made by its correspondents within the past 
three days. The canvass shows that Blaine's 
candidacy for the Presidential nomination 
commands the support of a majority of the 
Republicans of the State. Grant stands sec­ 
ond and Washburne a strong third. The 
Germans are found almost unanimously iu 
favor of Washburne. In three counties only 
Kankakee, Logan and Madison—were the 
Germans found disposed to share their sup­ 
port with any other candidate. Blaine is the 
first choice in 37 counties, Grant in 21, and 
Washburne in 5. 
A SURPRISE TO THE COUNTRY. 
The Times says: The record of the can­ 
vass will prove a surprise to the country. By 
this means the story that Illinois can tie re­ 
lied upon to cast her vote for Grant in the 
National Republican Convention is shown to 
be altogether a mistake. Unless some extraor­ 
dinary means, such as are sometimesemployed 
by machine politicians, are brought to bear 
upon the county and State nominating con­ 
ventions, Grant will evidently stand third in 
the list of Illinois’ favorite candidates. It is 
safe to sav that in two-thirds of the counties 
of the State either Biaine or Washburne now 
leads as the strong man in choice, both 
of the politicians and the people. No such 
manipulation as was successfully employed 
iu Pennsylvania by- the Cameron convention 
will avail to change the choice of the State, 
for her sentiment for Blaine and Washburne 
is much stronger and more widespread than 
was the sentiment for Blaine in Pennsyl­ 
vania. It could not be overcome even if 
Grant had a Cameron in Illinois to work for 
him, which is certainly not the ca«e. 
A S lirriuuu M eeting in O hio. 
Columbus, February 12th. — About S00 
cieizeiis attended the Sherman meeting held 
in the City Hall to-night. Governor Foster 
presided. In taking the chair, the Governor 
said that John Sherman ought to he the next 
candidate of the Republican party for Presi­ 
dent ; tliat the great and fundamental prin­ 
ciples of the Republican party should be 
firmly established : a sound system of finance 
maintained ; the doctrine of national suprem­ 
acy upheld. 1 he name of Sherman possesses 
inore elements of success. His refunding of 
the public debt has never been equalled in 
the country. Governor Foster entertained 
the kindest feelings toward General Grant 
and Senator Blaine, and referred briefly to 
their respective qualifications, and said he be­ 
lieved the unwritten law against a third term 
should not be violated. 
More G.trtclonisni. 
Chicago, 4 ebruaiy 12th.—A Washington 
special says: I he House Committee on 
Elections has decided to unseat Washburn 
(Rep.) in favor of Dunneliy (Dem.). This 
will give the Democrats another State in case 
of a tie ou the Presidential election. Wash­ 
burn had 3,(ICO majority. A claim of bribery 
will be set up. It is manifest that the deep 
purpose of the Democracy, which was re­ 
vealed in the attempt to steal the State of 
Maine, is again disclosed in this effort to rob 
the people ot Minuesota of their rights. It is 
not the intention of the sub-committee to 
make a report, in writing, but each member 
will submit his views orally to the whole 
committee, as such a report might not he a 
pleasant campaign document in possession of 
the Republicans. A Democratic member of 
the sub committee characterized the case as a 
very difficult aud perplexing one, and hoped 
the action of the committee would commend 
itself to lovers of good government and fair 
dealing throughout the country.

Tlie Coming Iiiieriialio.nl Fish Exlillii- 
lion l’n lü o n iia Salmon an il T roul. 
Washington, February 12th.—Professor 
Baird, speaking of the coming International 
Fish Exhibition at Berlin, said yesterday : 
“ We shall make a good showing. We trans­ 
fer California salmon from the west to the 
east coast because that salmon will resist the 
high temperature of the water better than 
Eastern salmon. We can only extend the 
Eastern salmon as far south as the Delaware 
river ; but the California salmon may not un­ 
reasonably be expected to thrive as far south 
as the James river or even lower. We have 
California trout, too, which possess character­ 
istic similar to those of the salmon, and is 
thoroughly suited to some of our Eastern 
streams. From abroad we have incessant 
call for our California land-locked salmon. 
A Brain Elevator Blown Down. 
C hicago, February 12th.—The Imperial 
Mills elevator, situated on the corner of Six­ 
teenth and Dearborn streets, was blown down 
this morning, and 123,000 bushels of wheat 
which it contained was spilled on the ground. 
It was 100 feet high and 110 by GO in extent, 
with a capacity of 200,000 bushels. The mill 
adjoining was badly damaged. The establish­ 
ment is owned by DouglAS & Stuart, who 
have other exten.-ive mills in Iowa and Can­ 
ada. It was rented to Mlinger, Wheeler & 
Co. The elevator, which cost $90,000 to 
§100,000 is a total loss. The loss on the 
wheat is about $05.000; loss on mill, $50,000. 
There w as no insurance covering this kind of 
accident. 
Looking Alter the ranal Business. 
N ew Y o rk , February 12th.—A Washing­ 
ton sjiecial to üte Ttlegritm says : The steam­ 
ship Adams, which sailed from San Fran­ 
cisco under sealed orders, is destined for 
Panama, and will go from thence to Nica- 
raugua.

They 
were not prepared to make ary offers to 
them, but stated that they were not ready. 
Many shippers were disappoiuted, and gave 
way to their feelings by deniuncing the 
whole matter as a stockjobbing affair. On 
the other hand the officials state that they 
are in no hurry to push this matter, but are 


doing very well, and will keep their promise 
to uutke a new tariff aud contract, and will 
have the schedule ready in a few days.

Opening of flu German Parliament— 
Speech lrom I he 1 krone. 
B erlin, February 12th.—The session of 
the Reichstag was opened to-day. The speech 
from the throne states that tiie relations of 
the Government with all foreign Powers are 
peaceful and friendly, and confidence is felt 
m the maintenance of peace through the la­ 
bors of the Berlin Congress, w hich lias been 
upheld, and the stipulations of the treaty of 
Berlin executed in nearly all their points. 
The Empire would sedulously and unselfishly, 
and conscious of its own power, continue to 
participate in the endeavors to secure a last­ 
ing peace for Europe in consonance with the 
pacific disposition of its people, and with that 
object would endeavor to procure the co­ 
operation and guarantee of the Powers simi- 
i-rly disposed. The principal measures for 
legislation announced in tlie speech are a bill 
for establishing biennial budgets, a new mili­ 
tary law, the prolongation of the law against 
the Socialists, and for a commercial treaty 
with the South Sea Islands. The speech 
justified the military law, as a measure of 
security made necessary by the increased 
armaments of neighboring countries. 
The speech was read by Count Yon Stol- 
berg Weruigerd, who opened the sessiou in 
tlie name of the Einperor. 
House of Commons. 
London, February 12th.—To the motion 
for a second reading of the Irish volunteer 
bill, Biggs (Home Rule member for Coran) 
banded the Clerk the following amendment: 
“ That in view of the fact that a Government 
prosecution is hanging over several earnest 
and true Irishmen tor advocating in an in­ 
temperate manner an amendment of the in­ 
iquitous landlord law, it is not desirable to 
put such power into the hands of the execu­ 
tive as is proposed by such a bill, and that it 
be read a second time this day six months.” 
The Chancellor of the Exchequer denied 
the truth of the dispatch published this morn­ 
ing stating that a treaty had been signed, by 
w hich Persia would be permitted to occupy 
Herat, in return for her engagement to assist 
England in Afghanistan. He said he could 
not add anything to his recent reply on the 
subject, which was that communications on 
the subject of releasing Persia from her treaty 
engagement not to take possession of Herat 
bad been under consideration, but that an 
understanding with Persia had not yet been 
reached, and it was therefore inconvenient to 
make any statement. 
Bourke, Under Secretary for the Foreign 
Department, replying to Gourley's question 
as to tli a claim of the Government of the 
United States for damages alleged to have 
been done by the Newfoundland fishermen 
in Fortune Bay to the Massachusetts fishing 
fleet, Baid that no measure had been taken 
relative to the pecuniary claim, which was 
(Jill under the Government's consideration ; 
no measures had been taken for abrogating or 
amending clause 33 of the Treaty of Wash­ 
ington relative to the Canadian and New­ 
foundland .inshore fisheries, and that it was 
not thought necessary to make any commu­ 
nication for ascertaining tlie purport of the 
proviso of the convention of 1818. ' 
Mitchell Henry gave notice that he would 
introduce a resolution declaring the famine 
due to the undeveloped condition of the re­ 
sources of Ireland, which should be devel­ 
oped from the Imperial resources. He also 
gave notice that if his resolution was adopted 
he would move that an Industrial Commis­ 
sion be appointed, and intrusted with £20,­ 
000,000 as a half gift and half loan from the 
pnblic works. 
London, February 12th.—O’Dnnneil this 
evening resumed his speech on his amend­ 
ment, whereupon many members left the 
House, the Government benches being es­ 
pecially deserted. The speaker inveighed 


3gainst the brutal conduct of the police «lur­ 
ing- the process-serving. He repudiated for 
himself and the rest of the Home Rulers the 
idea that they wished to abolish the rents. 
He condemned the arbitrary arrests made in 
Ireland. 
His amendment was finally rejected—178 
to 12—and the report of the address agreed to.

All of the crew were 
drowned except two men rescued by a 
staamer, it is believed, bound for America.

The insurgents at Monterruse, Cuba, have 
been defeated, and 225 surrendered. 
The residence of George H. Norman, Bea­ 
con street, Boston, was entered by thieves 


Wednesday evening, while the family were 
at dinner, and robbed of bonds, checks, money 
and diamonds, aggregating in value about 
$12.000. 
The total number of vessels in the port of 
New York Wednesday was S99, of which 54 
were steamers, 90 ships, 434 barks, 101 brigs, 
and 220 schooners. 
The total subscriptions to the Dublin Man­ 
sion House fund is £3-5,500. Grants of £24,­ 
000 have been allowed. 
A blnck on Blackstone street, Boston, No. 
150 to 150, was burned to-day. Loss, $40,­ 
000; insurance, S25,000. 
The bullion in the Bank of England in­ 
creased £101,000 last week. Proportion of 
reserve to liability, 49.13 10 per cent. 
An official announcement has been re­ 
ceived at Cincinnati from Cardinal Simeoni 
of the appointment of Bishop Alder as Coad­ 
jutor of Archbishop Purcell. 
A letter from an officer in the German 
army to an officer in the Austrian army 
states that notwithstanding the denial by the 
Commander of the Fifth Prussian Corps, the 
affair between Russian and Prussian officers 
at Kalische, Poland, about a month ago, 
really occurred very much in the way re- 
jiortedby the newspapers at the time. 
The total expenses and loss of resources 
to France from the Franco-German war was 
13.939.000.000 francs. 
Major Hobbs, commanding the LTnited 
States Marines at Mare Island, has been 
ordered to grant the men of the marine guard 
of the United States steamship Ranger, who 
may desire it, a furlough to go East, with 
permission to report for duty at any station 
they may select before leaving. 
A London dispatch savs: The steamer 
Anatolain, from Liverpool, bound to Mediter­ 
ranean ports, has been wrecked. Tne crew 
were saved. The loss is estimated at £50,000. 
The Treasury Department yesterday pur­ 
chased 350,000 ounces of silver for the Mints 
at New Orleans and Philadelphia. 
Two thousand d< -liars were forwarded to 
Ireland yesterday by the Parnell Irish Relief 
Society of Omaha, and they will sefld $2,000 
more in a few days. 
President Hayes has issued another procla­ 
mation, similar to that ot last year, warning 
interlopers not to trespass on the Indian Ter­ 
ritory under •pain of removal by the military 
if necessary. 
It is generally believed that Rev. Arthur 
Wagner, Ritualist, of Brighton, Eng., has 
gone over to the Church of Rome. Mr. Wag­ 
ner’s conversion marks the beginning of a 
long impending and carefully-prepared move­ 
ment, which may ere long bring more of the 
ritualistic Anglican clergy over to Roman 
Catholicism.

The Dominion Parliament opened at 
Ottawa yesterday, with the usual ceremonies. 
Specie in the Bank of France increased 
12.000.000 francs the past week. 
The Governor of New York has signed 
the bill permitting women to vote for school 
officers. 
SAN FRANCISCO ITEMS. 
[From our San Francisco exchanges of February 12th.] 
Duties paid at the Custom-house yester­ 
day were $11,027 16, making a total of 
$122,493 09 for the month. 
The merchandise exports of the past 
week were valued at $809,425, a decrease 
of $55,2S2 on tiiose of the previous week. 
The invitation of Major-General Barnes 
to Governor Perkins and stall to be present 
at the review and parade of the Second 
Brigade, to be held on the 22d instant, has 
been accepted. 
The three valuable horses, heretofore 
referred to as being sent by General Grant 
to the Emperor of Japan, arrived last Fri­ 
day and will be sent in the care of W. B. 
Griffith by the next steamer. 
Sub-Treasurer Sherman redeemed $18,­ 
000 ill subsidiary silver yesterday and paid 
out $10,000. To-day he took in $17,000. 
lie has now about §6,000,000 on hand, or 
nearly one-third of the total in the hands 
of the Government. 
The schooner Bella, reported lost on 
Uuimack Island, was a vessel of thirty-five 
tons and was owned by the Alaska Com­ 
mercial Company. She was built at this 
port last year by Matthew Turner, was 
valued at about $0,000 aud insured. 
The champion medal of the Turner- 
Schuetzen, which has been in competition 
lor the last four years, has been definitely 
carried off by Philo Jacoby, who won the 
same three times in succession by the scores 
of 410, 3S0 aud 380 rings in 20 shots at a 
36-inch target, divided into 25 l ings ; dis­ 
tance, 200 yards. 
The Occidental and Oriental Company’s 
steamship Oceanic, which sailed lienee 
some months ago for Liverpool, via China 
and Japan, for repairs, is to resume her 
place in the China line again. She will 
leave Liverpool for Hongkong, via the Suez 
Canal, on March 15th, and after taking' in 
cargo will proceed to this port. 
The date of the bogus $5 coins, reported 
last week as being iu circulation, is that of 
1800. The specific gravity of the false 
pieces is 1.5, and its value but $3 GO. The 
bogus Mexican doubloons offered for sale 
are similar in composition and execution ; 
but analysis shows that they are only 
worth $9, or $5 less than the genuine doub­ 
loon. 
Upon the arrival of tlie Gaelic, yester­ 
day, Quarantine Officer McAllister person­ 
ally inspected everybody on board. As 
there were 16S Chinese passengers in the 
steerage, 11 cabin passengers, 5 in the sec­ 
ond cabin, 1 stowaway, and 95 in the crew, 
the inspection occupied several hours. The 
vessel was found to have a clean bill of 
health, and was permitted to dock at once. 
ASCENT CF THE SIERRA MADRE. 
Professor Frambes and a companion 
named James, from Illinois, on Saturday 
last started out to reach the summit of the 
Sierra Madre range, back of Pasadena. 
They left the old Coller jdace at 9 o’clock. 
After journeying up the mountain for some 
time, encountering by the way chaparral 
so dense that they were obliged to climb 
over the top, and snow in places about a 
foot deep, the travelers at length reached a 
deep gorge. Thoroughly worn out, wet and 
cold, and their nether garments torn to 
shreds, the voyagers concluded that they 
had gone far enough and that the canyon 
would afford them a less weary means 
of reaching the lower country than 
the route by which they had coine. In 
this hope they descended the almost pre­ 
cipitous sides of the gorge, clinging as they 
went to roots and other friendly protuber­ 
ances. But when they reached the bot­ 
tom their troubles had only commenced. 
The canyon, or rather cajon, had no appar­ 
ent outlet. Here was a dilemma. Dark­ 
ness was falling fast, and to climb up by 
the way they bad come seemed to them, in 
their worn-out condition, an impossible 
task. The outlook was a gloomy one. 
They had had no food since starting, and 
thtre was none where they were. Fortu­ 
nately Mr. -lames had three matches 
in his pocket. 
With these a fire was 
lighted, and the unfortunate travelers 
sat down to pass the night as best 
they could. At daylight the next morn­ 
ing they commenced their weary climb 
up the side of the gorge, aud after 
several hours’ hard work, during which 
Professor Frambes was only saved from 
falling to the bottom bv clinging to Mr. 
James’ cane, the hook of which had been 
fastened into a projecting root, they reached 
the top. They then continued their jour­ 
ney down the mountain, and at 2 o’clock 
reached a house. Here Mr. James asked 
for food, which he cariied to the Professor, 
who had concealed himself in the brush to 
hide tlie nakedness of his lower limbs, the 
clothing from which had been entirely torn 
off by the brush and rocks over which he 
had been compelled to clamber. Both gen­ 
tlemen returned to tlie city on Sunday 
evening, and they are now willing to take 
anybody’s word for what may be seen at 
or from the summit of the Sierra Madre.—

T he P roposed R o llin g M ills .—If any 
question existed as to the probability of roll­ 
ing mills being erected here by the Central 
Pacific Railroad Company, it would seem 
now to be entirely dissipated, and the m atter 
set completely a t rest, fjr inquiry of there 
in authority at the railroad shops results in 
replies—as positive as can be expected—to 
the effect th'i t the mills will lie erected, and 
at once. 
M aster Mechanic Stevens says that 
the building to be put up will occupy a posi­ 
tion easterly of and in a line with the pres­ 
ent foundry, and will necessitate a removal 
of the copper works farther north. 
I t will he 
250 in lenc tli by MO feet in width, and will be 
constructed largely of corrugated iron. 
It is 
entirely probable th at the building will be 
extended to greater length after the works 
are once in operation. 
The engine which is 
to answer for present purposes will weigh 
about 40 tons. 
The fiy-wheel alone will 
weigh 19 tons. 
The cylinders will he 30 
inches stroke and 32 inches bore. 
So far 
as the “ rolls 
th at are to he used are con­ 
cerned, it m ay he 
said th at they will, 
in all 
m aterial 
respects, 
resemble 
the 
small 
“ rolls” 
now 
in 
use 
at 
the 
machine shops. 
The present small rolling 
mills, with a capacity of 15 tons, rolls from 
one-quarter to two and one-quarter iron. 
They cost $3,500, and have, say the authori­ 
ties, paid for themselves every fortnight. 
Links and pins, which useil to cost the cona- 
E 
auy eight cents by the car load, are made 
ere at a cost of about three cents. 
It is be­ 
lieved that not only will new rails be made here 
in the new works and old rails re-rolled, but 
th at it is the intention of the company to 
gradually replace its wooden bridges with 
iron ones, and for th at purpose the rolling 
mills will he indispensable. 
All the machin­ 
ery, says Mr. Stevens, for the new mills will 
be made at the railroad shops, as well as the 
new and powerful engine, the shops being 
equal to far more difficult tasks than this 
m anufacture will impose. 
The boilers for 
the new works will be six in number, with a 
furnace to each boiler, and there will be, in 
addition, relief or relay boilers.

The Sacramento C ity Railway Company 
has adopted a new time card, and arranged so 
that the cars of one line can be distinguished 
from those of another. 
The H -street cars 
are to be painted red, with red lights, while 
those running out O street will be blue, with 
green lights. 
Between 7 a. M. and 9 P. M. a 
car will leave Third and K streets for Tenth 
and O every hour and half hour, and will 
start on the return trip a t a quarter past and 
a quarter before each hour. 
Eighteen cars 
will run to the depot from II and Twentieth 
streets anil five from O and Twentieth, 
making sixteen trips each, and all running 
from the depot to K and Tenth streets. 
The 
first car leaves the depot in the morning at 
6:10, going to Twentieth and H, and the 
next, for Twentieth and O, at 6:25. 
They 
then leave for the two routes alternately at 
intervals of fitteen minutes until 8 o'clock, 
when the interval is reduced to five minutes, 
and so continues until 9 in the evening, when 
oue-half the carscea.serunning and the interval 
becomes ten minutes. 
The last car for Twen 
tieth anil O leaves the depot at 8:40, and for 
Twentieth and II at 10:08. 
The first ear 
leaving Twentieth and H starts at 5:43 in 
the morning, and is followed by others at in­ 
tervals of thirty minutes until 7:08, departing 
from that time every five minutes until 8:18 
in the evening. 
The last eight cars leave 
Twentieth and II at 8:33, 8:43, 9:03, 9:13, 
9:28, 9:38, 9:5S and 10:08 respectively L The 
first oar leaves Tw entieth and O at 5:58, the 
next four at 6:28, 0:53, 7:23 and 7:38. 
One 
departs at the expiration of every ten m in­ 
utes until 7:18 in the evening, and from that 
time until 8:08 five cars depart. 
A fter this 
there are six ot'iers leaving respectively at 
8:23, 8:43. 8:53, 9:18, 9:38 and 9:48. Between 
8 o’clock in the morning and 9 in the evening 
a ear passes up K to Tenth every five m in­ 
utes. 
A t night the last car to the lower part 
of the city from Twentieth and H streets 
starts at 10:08 ; last going up leaves the depot 
at 10:35. On the Tw entieth and O-sireet line 
the last car going down leaves at 9:48, and 
going up a* 10:20. 
The time occupied in 
running to Twentieth and H streets from the 
new depot is 22 minutes ; and by notiDg the 
time of departure it will be easy, at any place 
along the route, to calculate the time of the 
arrival of a car. 
Arrangem ents have also 
been made for a system of transfer tickets, so 
th at a passenger for one fare of five cents may 
ride from the depot to any place on either 
line of railway. 


F ine W orkmanship.—T here can now lie 
seen at the Central l ’acific Railroad shops, at 
the south end of the first machine shop, six­ 
teen wrought-iron wheel-flanges, for the new 
stern-wheel steamers now building for the 
river. 
These flanges have ju st been forged 
a t the railroad shops. 
I t was a t first sup­ 
posed that it would be necessary to send 
. abroad for the flanges, or else use castings. 
M aster Mechanic Stevens, however, deter­ 
mined upon the experiment of their forging 
here, and the result has proven entirely suc­ 
cessful. 
The flanges are-about two feet six 
inches in diameter, and the collars are some 
eight inches in thickness. Some of the flanges 
have already passed through the lathe, and 
proved to be perfect in all respects. 
E.\|>erts 
who have examined the work pronounce it to 
be one of the best s;>eciinens of iron-forging 
ever seen upon this coast, and not to be sur­ 
passed anywhere, even where there is ma­ 
chinery so cially adapted for making wheel- 
flanges. 
These flanges w ill be keyed in pairs 
upon the wheel-shaft, ami between each pair 
will be set a 2-inch steel tdate, 57 inches in 
diameter, the arms of the wheel being secured 
in corrugations of the flanges, and the whole 
bolted together in the most substantial man­ 
ner. 
The artisans who accomplished the 
forging are complimented by those qualified 
to fudge with having done an exceedingly fine 
piece of difficult work.

A MASS M SITING. 


The W orkingm en’s P arty of Sacramento 
held a mass m eeting at the M etropolitan 
Theater last night. 
The theater was filled 
in every p art by a very good-natured and 
curiosity-inspired audience. 
E . Lovett pre­ 
sided, and introduced as the first speaker 
State Senator Eno3. 
Mr. Enos spoke about 
thirty-five minutes. 
H e believed it was 
worth while to be honest in public life, and 
th at men who were honest in such positions 
would be trusted by the people. 
H e looked 
upon the present political situation as a con­ 
test between corporate power on the one side 
and the people on the other. 
H e was pledged 
to anil should vote and work for a fair vindi­ 
cation of the organic law of the State. 
H e 
criticised the formation of the legislative com­ 
mittees, claiming th a t the im portant com­ 
mittees have on them .a m ajority which 
was originally opposed to the new C onstitu­ 
tion, and he asked if th at was a situation 
friendly to the people. He wanted the w ealth 
of the State to contribute its share to the 
support of the Government. 
Landed monop­ 
oly he looked upon as a great curse. 
A fair 
construction of the new Constitution would 
add §290.000,000 to the taxable values of the 
State. 
H is bill regarding Chinese testimony 
had caused him to be denounced, and the bill 
had been held up to scorn as barbarous, yet 
he bad only reflected the sentim ent of the 
people in introducing it. 
The bill to prevent 
corporations from employing Chinese hud 
even m et with opposition as in conflict w ith 
the Constitution of the U nited States and 
the Burlingame treaty. 
H e believed in agi­ 
tating, and th at by agitation relief from the 
Chinese evil will be secured. 
H e believed 
that ere long John Chinaman would be com­ 
pelled to leave California. 
As President 
Hayes hail vetoed the only effective anti-Chi­ 
nese bill th at Congress had consented to, he 
believed the people of California should 
help themselves. 
On 
th at question 
he 
was, he said, “ a red-hot 
State’s 
rights 
m an.” 
H e 
was born 
and 
reared 
in 
the 
air of 
liberty, 
and 
no 
taint 
of 
treason clung to his garments, but on this 
question he was “ red hot for States’ lights, 
and, as a final resort, red hot for revolution.” 
The effort of the people to compete with the 
Chinaman, and live, had failed ; it couldn’t 
be done; neither could the Chinaman be 
Christianized. 
Beecher 
had 
knocked the 
bottom out of the orthodox hell, and the peo­ 
ple of California would knock the bottom 
out of the sickly sentim entality regarding 
the Chinese which lurks in the Sonate and 
Assembly and had strong hold in the pulpit. 
If the people of Caiifornia do not, by tiie act 
of the State as a sovereign, demand and re­ 
ceive of Congress their rights in this m atter, 
they will fight for them . 
This might be 
called rebellion; but. he asked, how much 
longep m ust the people suffer, hnw many 
more hearts and homes shall be broken, be­ 
fore relief comes? Drive out the 150,000 
Chinese, and you make room for 150.000 
needy white men and women. 
He urged his 
hearers to keep on agitating the m atter, and 
said th at greater reforms had been under­ 
taken and accomplished. 
The speaker was 
frequently applauded.

The audience laughed immoderately at times 
at the speaker's vulgarity.

ious to leave the cold theater, and Kidney 
quickly concluded his rema rks and the m eet­ 
ing was brought to a close.

A s a sequel to the tragic affair, 
the following statem ent will be of in terest: 
YY'. H . Crowell, of the Sacramento Valiev Ag­ 
riculturist, published in this city, says th at 
Brum m ett lived in Sacramento about two 
years, being employed as a compositor, and 
that about two years ago be went out on a 
collecting tour for the paper. 
Crowell fur­ 
nished him a horse and gave him bills to col­ 
lect, but he never returned nor accounted for 
the property, except fT> return the books. 
L ast week G. YV. Carlton, of Hollister, came 
to this city and obtained from Crowell all the 
particulars of the case, and yesterday pub­ 
lished Brum m ett as a horse-thief, which led 
Brum m ett to approach Carlton anil deny the 
statem ent and demand an explanation. 


T h e R e s e r v e d S e a t M a t t e r .— C. YYt. 
Myers, assistant usher a t the theater, pub­ 
lishes his affidavit denying having sold or 
offered to sell any reserved seats at the thea­ 
ter.

G reat indignation exists at 
the apparent cold-bloodedness of the affair.

— Brummett, 
shot by Carlton this morning, died at 1 
o’clock. 
ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
H o llis te r, February 12th.—Recently S. 
H . Brum mett, editor of the Enterprise, has 
publish severe criticisms ou the official con­ 
duct of one of the Supervisors of this county, 
and U3ed very severe and abusive language 
respecting G. YY'. Carlton, one of the propri­ 
etors of the Telegraph. 
This morning's Tel­ 
egraph contained an article, supported by af­ 
fidavits, purporting to be a statement of 
facts, iu which Brum m ett was severely dealt 
with—it being claimed th at he had stolen a 
horse and appropriated certain moneys col­ 
lected on subscription of a Sacramento 
weekly paper. 
A bout 10 o’clock this morn­ 
ing Brum m ett m et Carlton near the Court­ 
house, and asked him, “ YY?hat did you pub­ 
lish that d— lie about me for ?” Carlton told 
him he did not want to have anj thing to do 
with hirn. 
Brum m ett made a motion as 
though attem pting to pull something from his 
pocket, when Carlton drew his pistol and 
fired. 
The ball struck Brum m ett in the 
head, entering the brain just above the nasal 
bone. He sank down, and Carlton was taken 
into custody. 
Brum m ett lived a few hours, 
but was not cnnscious at any time. 
There 
has been considerable excitement over the af­ 
fair, but it appears to have nearly subsided. 


ADDITIONAL DETAILS. 
H o llis te r, February 12:h.—Immediately 
upon reading the article iu the Telegraph 
this morning denouncing him as a horse-thief, 
Brum m ett started for the Court-house to file 
the paper, with a view to instituting a suit 
for libel, remarking to bystanders th at he 
would give Carlton a chance in Court to 
prove his charges. 
The District A ttorney 
being engaged in prosecuting a case before 
the Superior Court, Brum m ett stood on the 
porch waiting until th at official should be 
disengaged. 
Carlton then approached him, 
when he stepped forward with his bands in 
bis pockets, saying, “ Carlton, why did you 
publish th at d 
lie about me ?” The words 
were no sooner out of his mouth than Carlton 
presented a revolver at his head and fired, 
the ball entering B rum m ett’s head just to the 
left of the right eye, penetrating to the brain. 
He fell to the ground unconscious, and re­ 
mained so until death, about three hours 
afterwards. 
Immediately after the shooting 
a large crowd of citizens gathered in front 
of 
the 
Couit-hou8e 
and 
discussed the 
affair iu 
unmeasured terms. 
The state­ 
ments 
of 
several 
eye - witnesses 
were 
given, and all were unanimous in denouncing 
it as nothing less than a cold-blooded murder. 
YVith but one exception, all who witnessed 
the shooting say th at there was not the 
slightest ¡in.vocation ; th at Brum m ett did 
not make a single motion th at might be con­ 
strued into an intention to harm any one. 
Carlton was arrested and confined in jail im­ 
mediately after the shooting. 
For a time 
strong talk of lynching was indulged in, but 
wiser counsels prevailing, nothing ofjthe kind 
has yet taken place. 
A strong guard has 
been placed over the jail, and it is now more 
than 
probable 
th at 
the 
law will 
be 
allowed to 
take its course. 
The affair 
has caused more excitement than anything 
th at ever happened before in this county. 
The deceased editor leaves a wife and two 
babies to mourn his premature death. 
The 
scene on the wife viewing the senseless body 
of her husband was heartrending in the ex­ 
treme. 
There was not a dry eye among the 
assemblage. 
The Fire Departm ent, of which 
deceased was a member, have taken charge of 
the body, and the funeral will take place un­ 
der their auspices to-morrow.

Senate. 
WasnrmTos, F. bruai-y 12th.—Saunders intro­ 
duced a bill abolishin" salt duties. 
Garland introduced a bill extending the time for 
the completion of the Texas Pacific Railroad. 
Davis said he would have moved to take up the 
motion to reconsider the vote appointing a special 
committee on the iuteroceauic canal if Gordon had 
been in his seat to-day. 
He was ready to consider 
the matter at auy time after the morning hour. 
Consideration was resumed of the Military War­ 
rant bill, and McDonald favored it. He argued that 
all the public lands with n the States named, which 
by the terms of the euabling acts were to be ex­ 
empted from State taxation for five years from the 
gale, should l>e considered as opened to sal 
and 
that five per cent, on these was due to the States. 
He held that a location on military scrip was a sale 
within the meaning of the Acts referred to. The 
lands were given as a bonus to those who served 
the Government in place of so much money. 
Thurman made some remarks on the bill, saying 
that be was not yet prepared to opiiosc or advocate 
it, but 9ought information 
It s.-emed to him that 
land in military districts and various reservations 
in Ohio, granted to soldiers, were included in the 
sales, as interpreted by the Senator from Indiana 
(McDouald). Ohio was j>oor, and needed this money, 
of course, but he as not sure that it belonged to 
her. 
If theae bonds were excluded, Ohio would re­ 
ceive £113v000, and tie taxed over £100,000. This 
would be 
a 
ba4 speculation 
for Ohio, but 
if the bill was just he would support it. There had 
been newspaper statements that the bill was to 
grant money to the M rebel States.” . This was ab­ 
surd. If passed, it would be pecuniarily detrimental 
to all the Atlantic and Gulf Slates, and beneficial 
chiefly to the Western and Northern States. He 
held that lands granted by military warrants were 
given as compensation, in place of cash 
Until read­ 
ing the committee's report he had not thought the 
States entitled to five per cent, on any but cash 
sales; but he was not very sure that he would not 
change his opinion. 
■ 
The discussion then closed. 
Blaine submitted the following : 
Resolred, That the President hi respectfully re­ 
quested to eommuiiica*e to the Senate any informa 
tion in the iiossession of the Government touching 
the alleged false statistics and fabricated testimony 
imposed upon the Halifax Commission, and used as 
a basis o# their award in the matter of the fisheries. 
Adopted. 
Davis of Illinois, from the Committee on Judi­ 
ciary, rejiorted adverse'}' on the House resolution 
for the appoinment of a joint committee to investi­ 
gate the present system of salaries, fees and emolu­ 
ments allowed officers of the United States, and to 
ascertain if any abuses e ist. Calendar. 
Morrill, from the Committee on Education and 
Labor, reported the bill to imrrporate a National 
Education Association. Placed on the calendar. 
Wallace, from the Committee on Appropriations, 
reported, with amendments, the House joint resolu­ 
tion authorizing the Secretary of the Interior and 
Secretary of War to employ additional clerks. 
Calendar. 
After an executive session the Senate adjourned 
till Monday. 
________ 


H ouse. 
Washington, February 12th.—Stephens, from the 
Coinage Committee, reported a bill relative to the 
metric system of coinage. Referred. [It provides 
for the coinage of the stella," a metric gold coin of 
the value of £l, for the coinage of goloid metric 
do lars, two dollars and fractions of a dollar ; also, 
the coinage of metric gold double eagles, eagles and 
half eagles; also, standard values for the mintage of 
ingots of metric gold alloy, its deposit in the Treas­ 
ury and the issuance of certificates therefor: for 
making ingots of fine gold and of silver of the 
value of £100 each for export, etc.; for the coinage 
of silver dollars ami fractions thereof of the full 
-standard value on the metric system. J 
A resolution was adopted authorizing the Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury to furnish States, for the use 
of Agricultural Colleges, one set of standard weights 
and uieasur s. 
Willis, from the Education Committee, reported a 
resolution asking the President for information re­ 
specting the pending negotiations for a change of 
the treaty between the United States and China. 
Adopted. 
After the morning hour the House went into 
Committee of the Wnole on revision of the rules. 
Blackburn offered an amendment to the first 
clause of rule 21, relative to the reading of bills. 
Adopted. 
White offered as a new clause to the same rule the 
following : “ The general appropriation bills shall 
embrace nothing but appropriations for the ordi­ 
nary expenses of the different departments of the 
Government and the interest on the public debt. 
All other appropriations shall be made by bills con­ 
taining only items of appropriation relative to the 
subject matter of the bill.” He spoke in favor of 
the amendment, which would make it impossible 
for an appropriation committee to legislate on ap- 
priation bills. 
Conger pointed out the inconsistency which mem­ 
bers from the South had shown in voting for the 
famous rule 120, which permitted legislation to he 
placed upon appropriation bills, inasmuch as the 
Constitution of the Confederacy prevented any such 
legislation. That Constitution was in direct opjwsi- 
tiou to the Y0tC9 of ever}' mau from the South. As 
to the proprie'y and expediency of that rule, it had 
become necessary for the present Speaker to ask his 
Southern friends to change their views and sustain 
him in changing the old rules of the House. He 
looked upon the action of the Speaker, when he 
placed himself at the head of the whole Confederate 
army in the House, and compelled them to ignore 
th 3 action of their wisest and best men, and follow 
him, as the grandest triumph which a Northern 
man ever gained over the Brigadier-Generals of the 
House. 
Randall was not familiar with the Confederate 
Constitution, but he said he believed there was no 
such clause as Conger had stated. 
He was proud to 
lead the arin> of the Forty-fourth Cougress, regard­ 
less of where they came from, in regard to economy. 
[Applause. ] 
After some further sharp-shooting, Go xle urged 
the propriety of the rule from the point of safety in 
time of need. It was right to withhold appro­ 
priations in case of bad legislation. The rule had 
permitted the majority to repeal the laws allowing 
the use of tr ops at the polls, and accomplished a 
saving of £30,000,01)0 in one year, and put white 
jurors in the box where colored had been almost ex­ 
clusively. 
Reed reminded Goode that in his enumeration of 
the varied benefits which had resulted to the 
country from the rule, he had forgotten to enu­ 
merate the greatest benefit—the extirpation of the 
Democratic party, which was to occur the next time 
that the i>eople of the United States had an op;»or- 
tunity to pass upon it. [Applause. 1 It showed the 
people what that party was so eager to do, and 
what it would do whenever it had the power, and 
the result of erring of the Democratic party before 
the country was always a great and interesting 
benefit to the people 
Springer called the attention of the House to the 
fact that Garfield had a few years ago been at the 
head of the Committee on Appropriations, and that 
when he held that position 150 sections of legisla­ 
tion had been placed upon the appropriation bills. 
There had never been a time when legislation had 
not been placed on the appropriation bills, and he 
thought it a just and righteous way of legislating. 
The House must not give up this rule. 
White withdrew his amendment, and allowed 
Si»ear to introduce one making it in order to insert 
a less sura of money for a greater in bills. 
He was 
above partisan considerations. 
He depicted the 
anarchy, repudiation, despotism ami slavery which 
would ensue if the appreciation bills faile^. [Ap­ 
plause.] 
Hawley quoted from State Legislatures, showing 
that 25 out of 35 prohibited legislation on appropri­ 
ation bills. 
Cox supjKirted the rule as a means of regaling by 
riders laws which had been enacted by riders, and 
for repealing obnoxious legislation. 
He was by no 
means sure that the Democrats would be beaten, as 
Reed had predicted. 
Speer withdrew his amendment, 
and 
Lowe 
offered an amendment prohibiting any partisan 
amendment to the appropriation bills, and favored 
it.Garfield offered an amen 1 ment that it may be in 
in order to strike out a sum of mousy from an ap­ 
propriation bill and insert a less sum. He offered 
it regardless of jxirtv or minority or majority, but 
as plain business work. 
McMahon thought that the young member (Speer) 
ought to shake in his boots to find the Republicans 
standing sponsor for his amendment. 
Speer said he was young, but was of a number 
whose follies cease with their youth. [Laughter. I 
McMahon urged his party not to give up this rule. 
It was substantially giving up their cause in the 
next President al election, being a virtual confes­ 
sion of the failure of economy. 
Ue was surprised 
at the unanimity of the Republicans. 
It was one of 
the worst j»artics ever in power 
The rule pro­ 
vided : First, that legislation must be germ ane; 
second, that it should retrench expendí t ures. 
He 
was proud that the Democrats snpiwrted it. 
Garfield’s amendment was rejected—122 to 121. 
Speer's substitute was again offered, and Warner 
offered the following amendment to that substitute : 
Section 3. No appropriation shall be reported in 
any general appropriation bill, or 
in order as an 
amendment thereto for any expenditure not previ­ 
ously authorized by law, unless in continuation of 
an appropriation for such public works and objects 
as are already in progress ; nor shall any portion of 
such bill, or amendment thereto, changing an exist­ 
ing law, be in order, except that it shall be in order 
to reduce the amounts of money provided for by the 
existing law and covered by the bill, and to that ex­ 
tent only to change the law. 
He declared himself opposed to any proposition 
which would deprive the House of its control of the 
appropriation bills, but on the other hand he con­ 
ceded that to make use of a threat to withhold ap­ 
propriations was entirely unjustifiable. [Applause 
on the Republican side, j 
Warner’s amendment was then agreed to—123 to 
74—and the question recurred on Speer’s substitute, 
as amended, pending which the committee rose and 
the House adjourned.

which were intended to surpass the rest of 
the place in magnificence.

in the abbey itself were all designed with 
one idea, to enable his grace to appear at 
any point without the trouble of going out 
of doors or giving intimation of his pres­ 
ence.

Guards, about 22 years of age, who may be 
trusted to make a more sensible use of his
